President Truman said today that 
he 5s doing everything he can to 
get congressional action on fair 
employment 
practices 
legislation 


(FEPC). 


That was his reply when a re- 
porter asked at his news confer- 
ence if he had any plans to get 
House Speaker Rayburn (D-Tex) 
to recognize Chairman LesmSky 
(D-Mich) of the labor committee 
to bring up the FEPC bill. 


Then he hinted that he has been 


putting some pressure 
on 
Ray- 
burn. He said that if reporters 
could sit in on his weekly meet- 
ings with 
congressional leaders 


they would know how hard he Is 
working to get FEPC action. 
He added that the question of 


recognition of Lesniski is a matter 
for Speaker Rayburn.

mid-morning that 59 North' 
Texas towns still are isolat-; 
ed from telephone communications' 
and that two others—Bonham and 
McKinney—were depending on ra- 
dio-telephones. 


The ice area had extended from 


Abilene and Wichita Falls on the 
i 
west to Paris and Greenville on 
the east. And It stretched 
from 
Dallas and Fort 
Worth 
on the 


south northward past 
the 
Red 
River. Hardest hit was the thick 
belt of counties—three deep—along 
Texas' Red River boundary. 


Southwestern Bell estimated Its 
damages would run 
more 
than 


$700,000. The company said ice had 
broken 812 circuits, 1,400 poles and ' 
20.000 wires. The telephone com- 
pany had 600 trouble 
shooters 
working in the ice area and 560 
more were on the way. The com- 
pany said additional ice damage in 
Missouri, Oklahoma and Arkansas 
would boost the total damages to 
over $1,000,000. Many small inde- 
pendent phone companies in 
the 
ice erea also suffered great dam- 
age but no estimates were avail- 
aole, Southwestern Bell said. 
"There Is still Ice at Denison 
and Sherman," a telephone com- 
pany spokesman said, "but in 
other areas It is going fast or has 
gone."

Harry Has Ha-Ha— 


Sidesteps Question About 1952, 
But Invites Duff To Join Party 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
2.—UP)— 
President Truman sidestepped to- 
day the question of whether he will 
be a candidate for re-election in 
1952. 
The matter came up at his news 
conference during a discussion of 
a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to change the method 
of 
electing presidents. 
Mr. Truman said there Is no like- 


lihood that it will be in effect in 
~1952. 
The senate yesterday approved 
the proposal to abolish the electoral 
college hut it still needs two thirds 
approval by the house and ratifi- 
cation by 36 state legislatures. 


The President described the pro- 
posal, which would divide 
each 
state's electoral votes among the 
candidates in proportion to their 
popular vote, as a forward step. 


A reporter asked Mr. Truman 
whether he thought the new bill 
"will help you get re-elected in 
1952." 


The President laughed but avoid- 
ed a direct answer. He replied he 
doesn't think the measure will be 
part of the constitution by the 
time the next presidential election 
rolls around. 


The President also took the oc-

Coal Peace Parley Caves In; 
Operators Accept Truce Plan 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
2.—UP)—< 


Northern and Western coal opera- 
tors today accepted President Tru- 
man's proposal for a 70-day strike 
truce while fact-finders investigate 
the coal dispute. 
They advised the White House 


of their acceptance shortly after 
collapse of direct negotiations—be- 
gun only yesterday—with John L. 
Lewis. 
Lewis, chief of the mine workers, 
told reporters he would reply to 
Mr. Truman by Saturday. 
He did 


not say what his reply would be. 
Mr. Truman asked for replies by 


4 p. m. CST, Saturday and for 
resumption of full coal production 
on Monday. 
In a statement, the Northern 
and Western operators promised 
their cooperation with the- fact- 
finding board "in the hope that It 
may find just grounds for a fair 
and equitable settlement of the 
current dispute." 
They said their mines would be 
ready for operations on Monday. 


«John L. Lewis told reporters the 
operators broke off negotiations 
because they want government in- 
tervention. 
He said the operators are "filled 
with enthusiasm with the pros- 
pect that the government 
may 
now move In through the courts, 
or 
through 
the 
Taft-H.artley 
slave statute, to do the job on the 
mine workers which the opera- 
tors failed to do—namely to re- 
duce the mine workers to a posi- 
tion of servility."

Soviet Subs Force 
Far East Fleet 
To Keep Strength 


TOKYO, Feb. 2.—UP)—Adm. For- 
rest P. Sherman said today the 
American Far Eastern fleet will be 
kept at maximum strength in the 
face of expanding Soviet submarine 
power in Asia. 


At the same time Gen. Omar 
Bradley, chairman of the 
joint 


chiefs of staff, and Air Gen. Hoyt 
S. Vandenberg, said they knew of 
no plan to strengthen land and air 
forces in the Western Pacific. 


Admiral 
Sherman's 
statement 
came at the end of a second day 
for the visiting joint chiefs of staff. 


During their visit they have been 
told the United States should keep 
its $600,000,000 naval base at Yoko- 
suka for an indefinite period. 
Admiral Sherman told correspon- 
dents that Russia has between 270 
and 280 submarines. About a fourth 
of these are In the Pacific, he said. 
Earlier he said the navy would 
keep the Seventh Task Fleet in 
Asiatic waters "as long as we can." 
He added the Navy might make 
some small additions in the Pacific. 
The Bradley-Vandenberg state- 
ment did not imply a flat rejection 
of recommendations made yester- 
day by General MacArthur's top 
commanders for increased strength 
to hold the Asiatic line. 
General Bradley said the joint 


chiefs were here not to reach con- 
clusions but to gather additional in- 
formation and first hand impres- 
sions.

Mr. Truman also told a news 


conference he sees no reason for 
formal notification to the United 
Nations on his order for the Atomic 
Energy Commission to continue its 
work on atomic weapons, including 
the hydrogen bomb. 
Senator Vandenberg 
(R-Mich), 
the Republican foreign policy lead- 
er, has suggested that the Presi- 
dent let the, world know this coun- 
try, is ready,to stop work on the 
H-bomb if all such weapons can 
be outlawed definitely. Vanden- 
berg said the President could act 
through the United Nations. 
Query Answered. 
A reporter asked 
Mr. 
Truman 


about that suggestion. 
Mr. Truman said he does not be- 


lieve a separate notification to the 
U. N. is necessary. 
Also, he said, he does not pro- 
pose to use the hydrogen bomb 
order as a basis for a new move in 
the international control front. 
The President said this govern- 
ment has repeatedly and continu- 
ously made its position clear to the 
United Nations, that it favors in- 
ternational controls with rigid in- 
spections. 
He said hardly a week goes by 
but that such assurance is given. 


Russia Is Different. 
Soviet Russia differs with the 
United States on the matter of 
inspections safeguards as a prelim- 
inary to international control. 
No progress has been made in 
the U. N. thus far toward reconcil- 
ing the United States and Russian 
viewpoints on controls. 
Congress members who deal with 
atomic matters already have been 
studying the possible costs of pro- 
ducing- the H-bomb. They have es- 
timated its cost at hundreds of mil- 
lions, of dollars—not billions.

NEW BERLIN BLOCKADE SPURS GOVERNMENT 
TO USE COUNTER MEASURES AGAINST RUSSIA 


WASHINGTON,

The United States Is considering 
"counter measures" 
against new 
Russian transport restrictions be- 
tweek Western Germany and Ber- 
lin, the State Department said to- 
day. 


A department spokesman1 accus- 


ed the Russians of violating the 
Paris agreement of last June which 
ended the Berlin Blockade of last 
year. 


The Paris agreement restored an 
uninterrupted flow of rail and mo- 
tor traffic between Berlin and the 
Western zones. 


Michael McDermott, State De- 
partment press officer, declined to 
discuss what counter 
nfeasures 
might be taken. He would say only 
that al! possibilities are being in- 
vestigated. 


During the previous blockade the 
Western Powers retaliated by put- 
ting an economic squeeze on the 
Soviet zone of Germany. 
McDermott told newsmen 
the 
State Department's information on 
the present Berlin situation shows 
satisfactory food and fuel reserves, 
and there is no reason to expect 
reestablishment of the airlift at 
this time.

As Part Of Work 
For Census Crew 


Change in number of farms, land 


In farms and value of farm prop- 
erty since 1945 are a few of the 
interesting fact* which will be de- 
termined from the 1950 census of 
agriculture to be taken this Aprjl 
In Navarro county as a part of 
the 17th decennial census of the 
United States. 


The 1945 farm census showed 


that the 8,859,169 farms in the Un- 
ited States had a total land and 
building value of $46.4 billion, or 
an average of ?7,,917 per farm. In 
1945 
the average value per acre 


of farm land was slightly more 
than J40. 
Every 
decennial 
census 
since 


1920 
has recorded a .decrease in 


the number, of farms In the nation, 
while the total acres of land and 
farms has ihown a steady Increase. 
Increased mechanization on farms 
has accompanied this trend. 


The number of farms In the Un- 


ited States increased from 1,449,- 
000 in 1850 to a peak of 6,448,000 
in 1920, when the decline began. 
However, acres of land In farms 
continued to increase in every cen- 
sus from 294 million in 1850 to 
1,147 million acres in 1945. 


The value of farm land 
and 


buildings reported by the census 
bureau has fluctuated 
markedly 


during the last century. 


In 1850 farm land and buildings 


in the United States had a total 
value o'f $3.3 billion. Fifty years 
later, the value of farm lands and 
buildings exceeded $16.6 billion. 


After World War I, the 1920 ag- 


ricultural census reported the val- 
ue of land and buildings on farms 
to total $66.8 billion. However, two 
decades later the value of farm 
lands and buildings has declined 
to $33.6 billion.

Library Of Congress, Story Of Long, Hard Road/Plans 
To Celebrate Its 150th Anniversary; Texan Is In Charge

WASHINGTON, Feb. 


The Library of Congress, headed 
bv Texas-born and reared Dr. Lu- 
ther H. Evans, celebrates Ita 150th 
anniversary this year. 


It was on April 24, 1800, that 


Congress established 
the library. 


The, sesquicentennlal date will be 
marked by the opening of special 
exhibits of the most famous books, 
manuscripts, prints and documents 
on hand. 


The history of the world's larg- 


est library is entwined with the 
lives and achievements of the men 
who have directed its operations. 
In its long history there were only 
nine librarians prior to Dr. Ev- 
ans. 


The Job, now paying $15,000 annu- 


ally, is filled by presidential ap- 
pointment, subject to confirmation 
by the Senate. There Is no defin- 
ite term, but the position normally 
ls_ considered non-political and so 
does not change with changes in 
party control of the White House. 


Becltlcy Is First 


I: took about two years to get 


the library actually established, so 
the first librarian didn't assume 
the position until 1802. He wro 
John Beckley, 
who doubled 
as 


clerk of the House of Represent- 
atives. He served until 1807. A few 
years later the dual role was drop- 
ped. 


The longest record of service Is 


that of Herbert Putman, from 1899 


-* to 1939. He took over 
just 
two 


years after the opening of the ex- 
isting huge granite library bulld- 
ine. with its interior 
of 
bright 


marble, bronze and colorful mur- 
als. 


I 
Under. Putnam's direction the li- 


brary- grew to such proportions 
that a mammoth new ,annex with 
stacks for 10,000.000 books had to 


be erected across the street, just 
behind the main building. There 
are now more than 8,000,000 books 
and 8,000,000 manuscripts, in ad- 
dition to countless other items, 
altered In the two buildings. 


Dr. Evans took over as Librar- 


ian in 1945, after six years there 
in various roles, including that of 
assistant and acting librarian. He 
is only 47. With a decade of serv- 
ice already to his credit, he stands 
to achieve a long career in the job. 


Boyhood on Farm 


Born near Sayersville, Bastrop 


county, Oct. 13, 1902, the son of a 
railroad section maintenance fore- 
man, 
Evans spert much of 
his 


boyhood on a farm. He was gradu- 
ated from Basfrop 
High school 


and obtained an A. B. degree from 
the University of Texas in 1923. 
with a major In political science 
and a minor In economics. A year 
later he got a master's degree in 
the same subjects, then went to 
Europe to observe the League of 
Nations and study various govern- 
ments. 


After a teaching career In vari- 


ous colleges and universities, In- 
cluding Stanford, Dartmouth and 
Princeton, he directed a nation- 
wide WPA project initiated in 1935 
for assembling and compiling his- 
torical records and data of the var- 
ious states and many of the larger 
cities. 


Evans' success In this work prom- 


pted Archibald MacLelsh, a month 
after the latter's appointment In 
1939 as librarian, to make the Tex- 
an director of the library's legis- 
lative reference service.

delphla and New York the legis- 
lators had access to the libraries 
in those relatively largo cities. Here 
they had moved to a sprawling set- 
tlement being carved out of the 
wilderness and populated largely 
by the laborers building the Cap- 
itol and White House, and their 
families. 


So, one of their early steps was 


to authorize the library and pro- 
vide $5,000 for 
the purchase of 


books. For years virtually all were 
made in Europe. Gradually acqui- 
sitions were made of private col- 
lections, including the 7,000-yolume 
collection of Thomas Jeffers'on. It 
was purchased In '1815. a year af- 
ter the British had pillaged and 
burned the Capitol, destroying all 
of some 3,000 books 
which 
had 


been amassed up to 
that 
time. 


About two-thirds of the Jefferson 
library was burned In a fire In the 
Capitol on Chrlstams Eve of 1851. 


Copyright Section 


An act of Congress in 1870 made 


the library the depository for cop- 
ies of every publication -on which 
a copyright has been obtained. Its 
collection of books and manuscripts 
In Hebrew and Chinese are perhaps 
the 'largest anywhere in the world. 


A hundred million dollars has 


been appropriated for the library 
in its 150 years existence; it would 
be Impossible to place a value on 
Its contents, which Include the Dec- 
laration of Indenendence. 


'Although the library of Congress 


was established principally to fill 
a need for the lawmakers, it now 
is primarily the center of research 
for students and scholars. 


Congressmen and other federal 


government officials are the only 
ones who may take books and doc- 
uments away from 
the 
library. 


But any citizen in the land Is priv- 
ileged to enter Its reading rooms 
and have acecss, within the build- 
When the Capitol was in Phlla- Ing, to Its volumes.

Increased Group 
Of Older People 
Seen For Census 


Results 
of the 17th decennial 


census In April are certain to re- 
flect a condition of the longtime 
trend toward a larger proportion 
of older persons in the nation's pop- 
ulation, according to studies made 
by the United States bureau of 
census. Over the four decades be- 
tween 1900 'and 1940, the propor- 
tion of Individuals 65 years of age 
and over in the country's total pop- 
ulation rose from 4.1 per cent to 
6.8 per cent. According to recent 
indications, the proportion wlk be 
about 7.6 per cent in 1950. 


The 1940 census enumerated 9,- 


019,314 persons 65 years of age 
and over in a total population of 
131,669,275. With an estimated to- 
tal population of over 151 million 
expected by April 1, the mark for 
persons 66 and over Is expected to 
be about 11 and one-third million. 


The ratio of the older population 


to the nation's total would have 
been even higher than presnt ex- 
pectations for 1950 but for the un- 
precdented increase In the number 
of births during World War II and 
the years following. 


The long-term trend toward a 


larger proportion of older persons 
may be credited to Increases in 
the number of births in the 19th 
century associated with a gener- 
ally falling birth rate in the last 
century and a half, to lofered mor- 
tality rates resulting from better 
medical care and a higher standard 
of living, and to the generally in- 
creasing volume of immigration 
up to World War 1 and Its subse- 
quent decline.' •

In Livestock Report? Here's What

CHICAGO. Feb. 2.—(#•>—In the 
terminology of the livestock mar- 
ket, what's 
the difference 
be- 
tween "strong" and "higher?" Or 
between "weak" and 'lower?" 


Those phrases appear frequently 


In livestock market news issued 
daily by the news service of the 
department of agriculture. So do 
such terms as 'uneven,' "slow" and 
"incomplete 
clearance," 
among 
others. 


What do they mean? And 
do 
they mean the same thing to the 
man reporting the market at Den- 
ver as at Indianapolis? 


Thn agriculture department has 
set up a system- to give these 
market terms a uniform meaning 
—:the first time this has been at- 
tempted in 35 years, according to 
E. J. Rowell of the Washington 
office 
of the department's 
pro- 


duction and marketing administra- 
tion., 


"The use of these terms In de- 
scribing trade conditions should 
result in a better understanding 
and a more uniform 
Interpreta- 


tion of .market reports by produce 
ers. traders and others," the de* 
partment says. 


Finn Categories. 


All reports are now divided Into 
five 
categories—supply, demand, 
activity, price trend 
tions ,and clearance. and quota- 


Supply refers to that quantity 


of product available for the cur- 
rent day's market. Demand rep- 
esentg "the desire to possess 
a 


commodity, conpled with the wil- 
lingness and ability to buy." The 
department adds that demand is 
not used unless an unusual situa- 
tions exists in the market. 


Activity is the relative rapidity 
or slowness with which sales are 
being made. 
It's 
divided 
Into 


three parts—active, moderate and 
slow. The market Is active when 
buyers are urgently seeking sup- 
plies; moderate when trading Is ...„ „., „„„„ „„„.„„ 
about 
normal, and' slow when early In the session. 


buyers' are selecting supplies very 
carefully. 


Trends Split. 
In the price trends and quota 
tlons section, the department dl 
vldes the market Into six classlfl 
cations, each with a 
different 


meaning—higher, strong, 
steady 
weak, lower and uneven. 


Higher is used when prices for 
the bulk of sales are measurably 
higher than in the previous per 
iod. 
Strong is used when there Is 
a definite leaning toward an up 
ward price change, but this 
ad 
vance Is not measurable. 
Some 
sales have been made at higher 
prices, but, there Is no advance on 
thp bulk of sales. 


Steady applies when, there art 


no changes: weak when there is 
a 
definite 
but 
unmeasurable 


leaning toward reduced prices and 
lower when prices for the bulk of 
sales are measuradlv lower 
as 


compared with the previous per- 
iod. 


Uneven, a trick classification. Is 
used when there are substantially 
more than the normal volume ol 
sales outside the quoted price 
range. 


Supplies Checked. 


Clearance refers to how well 
supplies are taken.

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A NEW AND MIGHTY MOVEMENT 
BEGAN IN A NEAR-EAST CITY 


Christianity Broke Narrow Bonds of 
Sectionalism in Dramatic Fashion—Ancient 
Antioch Became Center of World-Wide 
Movement—Foreign Missions Still a. 
Challenge to All Christians.

It is interesting to reflect upon 


the fact that there has never been 
an imperial war, from the days o 
Sargon and Cyrus down to Kaise 
Wilhelm II and Adolph Hitler, tha 
has not impinged upon or centerec 
in the lands which Christians cal 
holy. 
Inscriptions dating bach 


thousands of years bear witness t< 
the truth that the land where tlu 
Almigty most fully revealed Him 
self to mortals is not like other 
lands but is central to the vas 
movementag of humanity. 


We are not surprised to learn 


therefore, 
that 
the 
world-wid 


spread of Christianity began from 
the city of Antioch. The Near Eas 
always had been, and still remains 
one of the greatest 
distribution 
centers of the world, so far 
as 


Ideas and influences are concern- 
ed. We observe this especially In 
the present disturbance of world 
affairs in the Jewish-Arab 
trou- 
bles. 


Good Comes Out of Trouble. 


All the tides of life, good and 


bad, flow into the big cities. And 
to heathen Antioch came follow- 
ers of the Way from 
remote 


places, such as Cyprus and Cyren- 
ica, whither they had been driven 
by persecution following the mar- 
tyrdom of Stephen. These converts 
from regions afar who had come 
to Antioch were free from the 
narrow provincialism of the Jeru- 
salem church. Liberal and tolerant 
in their make-up, they had im- 
parted the Good News to the 
Greeks as well as to the Jews, 
"And 
the hand of the Lord was 
with them." 


The Mother Church in Jerusa- 


lem, solicitous for the welfare of 
the whole church, decided to send 
its trusted member, Barnabas, to 
look into things in Antioch. This 
Barnabas was a greathearted man, 
a real statesman; but in nothing 
does 
his bigness appear 
more 


than-in his recognition of a big- 
ger man than himself. 
He saw 


that this Antioch situation called 
for other talents than his own. 


Then he remembered Saul, who 


for ten years had been vegetating 
in his native city of T.arsus, prob- 
ably working at'his trade of tent- 
maker, ana pondering the truths 
which he was later to express for 
the enrichment of all Christen- 
dom. 
These silent years of Saul 
were not wasted; no preparation 
time ever is. 
When Barnabas 


made the journey to Tarsus to In- 
vite Saul to Antioch, the latter was 
ready and 
fitu 


Many Spiritual Truths. 


There are so many spiritual les- 


sons set forth in this Antioch sit- 
uation that it is difficult to de- 
scribe them briefly. First, It was 
to the inhabitants of one of the 
wickedest cities of the ancient 
•world that these intrepid Jewish 
Christians first preached the gos- 
pel indiscriminately to all men. 


It 
is 
furthermore significant 
that Antioch should have been the 
place where the believers were first 
called Christians, for here was a 
city well designed to be a point 
for spiritual radiation of the cour- 
age of men who were ready to 
break age-long tradition and In 
the face of Ingrained prejudice to 
proclaim the gospel to Gentile as 
well a* to Jew. 


Then In a day when the differ- 


ent branches 
of the 
Christian

church are sometimes loath to to'' 
erate radical departures in pro- 
cedure, it is well for us to reflect 
upon the policies 
of Christian 


statesmanship which led the lead- 
ers of the Jerusalem church to In- 
vestigate the 
new movement at 


Antioch and to appoint for this 
important work a man of auch 
broad sympathies as Barnabas. 
A New and Mighty Movement. 
Is it any wonder that from this 


whole Antioch situation there later 
arose the great spiritual enterprise 
which we now know as Foreign 
Missions? A church which had as 
much religion as had te Antioch 
church could never hoard it. Saul 
and Barnabus, leaders which short- 
sightedness would 
never 
have 
spared from their Important work 
in a great city, were solemnly set 
apart as the first missionaries of 
the Gospel to answer the call that 
is implicit in the Word. 


These first ambassadors of the 


church were Inaugurating a new 
world order, destined to overthrow 
the paganism and 
cruelty 
of 


Rome; even as it is also certain 
some day to be the better way of 
life for which we pray and do 
battle. 


The Antioch Christians were not 
spiritfgual isolationists: they ac- 
cepted their responsibility lor "the 
regions beyond." Doubtless there 
were some church members then 
who objected, like the later Yan- 
kee who sadi, "New England has 
no religion to spare." Whereupon 
someone made the historic retort, 
"Religion is a commodity, 
the 


peculiar nature of which is that 
the more you give away, the more 
you have left." 
The 
Antioch 


church, like many another since, 
found its soul in sharing. 


It Is a great day for any Chris- 


tian congregation when the tides 
of world consciousness and world 
responsibility 
begin 
to 
sweep 


through it. If the missionary pro- 
gram was imperative for the apos- 
tolic church, it is imperative in 
these present times when 
the 


world has become a neighborhood.
